The Planning Board of New London has completed a 
study of the proposed extension of Everett Park Road 
from the residence of Guy Williams to the main high- 
way between New London Fuel Company and the resi- 
dence of Maurice Shepard.

The Board has also completed its first steps on a 
Master Plan Layout which includes an enlargement of a 
U.S. G. S. Map, placed on tracing cloth to obtain Paper

ways showing a great deal of houses and property own- 
ers in proportions to the existing highways.

ANNUAL REPORT 
TRACY MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Tracy Memorial Building 


The New London Public Library, by vote of the Town, 
is now known as the Tracy Memorial Library, in memory 
of Mr. and Mrs. James J. Tracy of Cleveland, Ohio. Both 
had been benefactors of the town during their lifetimes and 
left substantial bequests to the library in their wills. 


A record of the circulation of books and periodicals shows 
a gain in the children’s department in books and in maga- 
zines. We think this may be because of our new hours of 
opening for the bus pupils of the Central School. Twice a 
week, on Mondays and Fridays, we open from twelve noon 
to one p. m. for their convenience.

We have added 410 new books during the year, twenty- 
six of which were gifts of friends and publishers. 


There have been 12,236 visitors to the library this year. 


The Central School has called on us for 293 books for 
supplementary and reference reading. Mrs. Cricenti’s kin- 
dergarten has also borrowed twenty-five books from us fot 
learning and entertainment. We have regularly carried and 
exchanged books at the Worthen Convalescent Home in EI- 
kins for the patients there. 


All inter-library loans have been met with promptness and 
a cordial interchange of books maintained with the Fernald 
Library at the college. The State Bookmobile comes on 
alternate months with a fresh supply of children’s books 
which are greatly needed and welcomed in the children’s 
room. 


As usual, especially at theme time, our reference materials 
are widely circulated among the students in the town and in 
the college. We have answered 175 requests for special 
material. 
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The Woman’s Club and the Garden Club use the audi- 
torium for monthly meetings and the club room is in con- 
stant use for small gatherings. 


During the year we have tried to observe all holidays and 
special events with appropriate displays and posters. 


In July Dr. J. Duane Squires presented to the library the 
first copy of the new Town History (1900-1950), which was 
written by him and published by Evans Printing Company 
of Concord. This volume, in memory of Mrs. Mary B. 
Macomber, for many years a loyal friend and active trustee, 
was given by Mr. and Mrs. Frank B. Butler. Dr. Squires 
expressed grateful appreciation to the following people for 
their respective contributions to the appendices: Mrs. Muil- 
dred Crockett Tunis, Mrs. Helen Kidder Greenaway, Mrs. 
Nancy Lord Daniels, Mrs. Elizabeth Blake Ripley, Mr. 
Donald K. Sieburg and Mr. William M. Kidder. Since 
then, two more copies of the history have been given to us 
by Mrs. M. C. Tunis and the Wallace family, and are now 
in circulation. 


During August, Mrs. Dorothy Dey Howard of Boston 
and New London, exhibited some of her oil paintings and 
many interested visitors attended her display. 


One summer afternoon, an important occasion was ex- 
perienced in our library when Mrs. Daniel Dunbar Sea- 
mans presented the Bible of New London’s first minister, 
Elder Job Seamans, to us. The Bible is housed in a special 
glass-covered box and is on display at all times to any in- 
terested persons. Everyone is cordially invited to come to 
view the Bible and share in the town’s pride and ownership 
of this historically valuable book. 


The Round-up of vacation readers was held in July and 
August with twenty-eight children enrolled in the club.

National Book Week was celebrated in November with a 
display of books and exhibits in the auditorium. A book- 
guessing contest for the upper grades proved quite popular 
and the winners were presented their prizes at their respec- 
tive schools by the librarians. The winners in the seventh 
and eighth grades were William Mathewson of West 
Springfield and Robert Biggert of New London, and Janet 
Lovely, also of New London, in the fifth and sixth grades. 
A puppet play, in a theatre built by Mr. Norman Champion, 
and given by the librarians, was enthusiastically received by 
the children. Several girls, including Sharon Wright, 
Sharon Wry, Judith Rivers, and Sandra-Jane Dean, loaned 
their favorite dolls to us for exhibit.

The Story Hour on Saturday afternoons has resulted in 
the teaching and entertainment of 374 children during the 
year. 


We have stocked ten new pamphlets of additional voca- 
tional material for the High School. These include careers 
in architecture, journalism, pharmacy, dramatic art, kinder- 
garten, automotive engineering, camera and photo supply 
shop management, public health, television and radio tech- 
nician and acre Ae and positions for women in state, 
county, and city government work. These should prove 
useful for graduating students.

Patients’ rooms have been re- 
decorated, drapes made and chairs slip covered and bedside 
lamps purchased. The mending has been done. $500 was 
given to purchase linen and $195 was given to apply to the 
mortgage of the Nurse’s Home. We are indeed grateful. 


The mortgage on the Nurse’s Home was completely paid 
off in November of this year. 


The Woman’s Club annual contribution of $50.00 was 
used in the work done in the X-ray room. 


The Community Players under the direction of Vaughn 
. Biggert presented the play, “You Can’t Take It With You”. 
The net receipts of $345.28 were given to the Hospital. 


A donation of $500.00 was received from Colby Jr. Col- 
lege. The Colby students continue to maintain the Barbara 
Jane Baker Laboratory. This support is greatly appreci- 
ated. 


A gift of money in memory of Mr. and Mrs. Preston 
Johnson by their family was used to purchase a new iceless 
oxygen tent. This has been in almost constant use and is 
proving invaluable. 


Gifts in memory of Robert Smiley have been used to pur- 
chase a new stretcher. Gifts in memory of Marie Ray have 
been used to purchase a Distilled Water apparatus. Pa- 
tient’s bedside lamps have been given in memory of Mary B. 
Childs, an infra red light was given by Mrs. Ruby Hatha- 
way. A room was decorated and some new furnishings 
purchased from a fund in memory of Mrs. Gertrude Kales. 
$75.00 was received from the Sunapee Horse Show. Nu- 
merous contributions to the Memorial Gift Fund have been 
received. Two hundred eighty three dollars have been 
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added to the endowment fund in memory of Mrs. Reverdy 
Smith, also one hundred sixteen dollars in memory of Dr. 
Albert MacIntosh. 


Individual gifts of money, equipment, food, etc. too nu- 
_ merous to list in this report have been received. Our sin- 
cere thanks and appreciation to these and to the many bene- 
factors of the hospital. 


Miss Dorothy Hale, technician, left to be married after 
serving the hospital faithfully for four years. Miss Edith 
Bailey of Marblehead, Mass., has taken her place. 


The cost to maintain the Hospital in 1952 was $13,499.54 
more than the income received from patients. If it were 
not for the amounts received from Hospital Day, town ap- 
propriations, Summer Residents’ Committee and all other 
gifts, it would be impossible for the hospital to serve. 


Mrs. Sargent reports that the number of adult patient 
days in 1952 was 5205 and 794 baby days, making a total 
of 5999. 746 adults were admitted during the year and 92 
births were reported. 380 out patients were treated. These 
figures show an increase over last year. 

The Steering Committee for Building met with the Board 
in November to give a resume of their work to date. This 
committee, headed by Mr. Harry B. Harris has had the help 
of Mr. Donald Ritchie of Boston, Hospital Consultant, in 
some of their deliberations. They have an estimate of 
$250,000 to build a fireproof wing, equipped in the rear of 
the present building with a 30 bed capacity on one floor. 
This committee, if it is to continue to work, will need the 
full cooperation of the Board, medical and hospital staff 
and friends of the hospital. Mr. Ritchie met with the 
Board in December and he has been instructed to furnish 
preliminary plans for this proposed addition. Payment of 
$1200 for these plans is being made by an anonymous bene- 
factor. 

The officers and directors of the New London Hospital 
Board are deeply appreciative of the cooperation generously 
given. We look forward to 1953 and know that when we 
need it our Hospital is there to give it back hundredfold to 
each and every one of us.

Meetings of the New London Hospital Aid Association 
were held monthly from October, 1951, through June, 1952, 
with an average attendance of 26 members.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of New London: 


I submit herewith my fifth annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 


Enrollment 


The enrollment for the school year, 1952-53, as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1953, was 214. This is broken down as follows: 


Grades 1-8 135 
Grades 9-12 79 


This year’s Freshman Class was smaller than usual. How- 
ever, the present elementary grade enrollments will cause 
subsequent Freshman classes to be larger—including the 
usual number of tuition students from the surrounding 
towns. 


The enrollments in the elementary rooms are broken down 
as follows: 


Grades 1 & 2 34 
Grades 3 & 4 33 
Grades 5 & 6 31 
Grades 7 & 8 a7, 


While our school census figures do not show a tremendous 
increase, neither do they show any marked falling-off in 
numbers. Consequently, under our elementary, double- 
erade-to-a-room setup, we will be forced to continue the 
present pupil-teacher ratio unless additional rooms are made 
available. Nationally, the recommended class size is 25 pu- 
pils per teacher. Some communities run even smaller 
classes in the primary grades. Our elementary rooms are 
averaging more than 30 pupils per room. 


The warrant contains an article calling for the appoint- 
ment of a Study Committee to consider the present and fu- 
ture school needs. Such a study and any subsequent action 
could bring long-range, relief. 


Another article in the warrant calls for the employment of 
an additional elementary teacher for next year. Such a per- 
son could serve as a helping teacher, giving particular relief 
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to the primary room as well as helping on a remedial basis 
in those other elementary rooms where the need is greatest. 
Such a service would provide some immediate relief next 
year—pending the study and recommendations of the Citi- 
zens Committee. 


Tuition Costs 
The tuition rates are as follows: 


High School Elementary 
1952-53 $250 $150 
1953-54 $275 $175 


Truant Officer 


Chief Myron C. Adams was appointed Truant Officer. 
Fortunately, his duties in this capacity have not been heavy. 
We hope and expect that this will continue to be the situa- 
tion. 


School Plant 


Minor repairs and the regular summer maintenance work, 
including refinishing of the gymnasium floor, were carried 
out by the janitor, Weston Ray. The upkeep of the Mem- 
orial Athletic Field, in addition to the regular maintenance 
work, gives Mr. Ray a very heavy summer schedule. His 
interest, effort and devotion to duty are qualities for which 
the District should be grateful. 

Covers for the side entrances to the building, designed by 
the building architect, Mr. Irving Hersey, have been con- 
structed and will be installed in the spring. These additions 
should correct the bad condition that has existed in inclement 
weather. 


New Equipment 


The major items of new equipment include: 

34 metal desk and chair units for the Primary room 

A vacuum cleaner 

6 metal basket racks and 162 wire baskets (These are 
used in both boys’ and girls’ locker rooms for gym equip- 
ment storage. They greatly improve the locker room situa- 
tion. Each student is assigned a basket with lock.) 

Several pieces of Science apparatus were purchased to 
build up the equipment for Physics instruction. 

2 Primary-sized lunch tables 

8 Music Stands 

1 typewriter was exchanged

Staff 


New London has an excellent corps of teachers which 
serves the students with understanding, inspiration and 
sympathy. Various members of the staff might be rated 
from average to excellent, depending upon who was doing 
the rating. All of them have excellent potentialities and al- 
most without exception are willing to give unstintingly of 
their time and energy for the benefit of the students. 


' The smooth, satisfactory operation of the School Lunch 
Program is a great credit to the hard work and efficiency of 
Mrs. Woodward, assisted by Mrs. Pellerin. * The task of 
feeding an average of 140 per day, where all food must be 
carried upstairs, and where the meals must be kept at a low 
cost and still meet dietary specifications, is an undertaking 
sometimes not fully appreciated. The keeping of the neces- 
sary records and accounts for this program by Mr. Livings- 
ton takes a good deal of time and must be done in addition 
to the multitude of activities expected of a Principal. 


I should also like to make mention of the fine school 
health program and pay tribute to the work of Mrs. Della 
Spiller. (The details of her work as School Nurse are 
carried elsewhere in this report.) Her interest and con- 
cern for the welfare of the students should be appreciated 
by the community. We are indeed fortunate to have her 
services. 


Conclusion 


The work of the school touches many phases of commu- 
nity activity. It is my hope that our accomplishments will 
be such as to merit the continued interest and generous sup- 
port of the citizens of New London.

TO SUPERINTENDENT GORDON B. FLINT

I submit herewith my report as Principal of New London 
Central School. 


The many activities that are held during a school year 
have become an integral part of the School Life of each 
student and many of the activities form a basic part of the 
process of becoming a good citizen. Various classes, the 
Student Council and student committees working with fac- 
ulty members spend considerable time working out plans 
for the many functions. Through these meetings the stu- 
dents learn about the democratic way of working out the 
numerous details that go with each activity and in turn ac- 
quire a basic understanding of working together toward a 
common goal. 


As soon as the regular routine of school had taken over 
in September, the classes began having class meetings with 
their class advisors to elect class officers and Student Council 
members. With the preliminary work out of the way plans 
were set up by each class for the year and the feeling that 
school had really begun was in the air.
